Quite often, artists are faced with 
trying to adapt their work to wher- 
ever it’s being shown, but this work 
is different. Where it’s taking place 
is focal. It’s a really raw space. In a 
sense, it’s like walking into a stone, 
so it’s very site-specific. Says 
Coleman, “I'm as interested in what I 
put in it as what I don’t put in it — 
both the presence and absence of 
stone.” 

Way back when, Coleman started 
looking at different mythologies 
about stone. “I'd been looking at 
sacred sites, alchemy, Zen, Celtic, 
Islamic, Japanese and Greek mythol- 
ogy. I began looking at all the cul- 
tures. Then I tightened it down to 
those areas and then I tightened it 
even further to make it a much more 
personal work. 

“Every single culture has stories 
about stones, about transformations. 
The common denominator is that 
stones in a very positive way repre- 
sent the soul and the inner life of a 
person. I began with this huge land- 
scape all over the world and then 
narrowed it down till it became an 
inner landscape. Everybody has 
their own landscape.” 

Listening to Coleman discuss her 
work made me think about rock gar- 
dens. Most of the gardeners I know 
are very connected to specific rocks 
and there seems to be an increase in

into stone. Supposedly there are cer- 
tain times of year where the stones 
begin to dance and move. The physi- 
cal person may have been turned 
into stone, but the soul has been 
preserved. 

Could this be why some people 
are so attracted to certain stones? 
Some believe these are just stories. 
Fm not so sure... 

In fact, Celtic folklore is by no 
means the only place this transfor- 
mation is suggested. In the Bible, 
Lot’s wife turns to look back and is 
turned into a pillar of salt. One may 
look upon this as a less than positive 
experience, but Coleman sees it 
another way. 

“She became one of the elements 
— something of the earth — she 
transcended.” 

In her research, Coleman expect- 
ed to find all sorts of negative things 
about stones, but in various ways, 
she found the ideas really positive. 
She says, “The fundamental truth is 
that stones are alive. The constant 
element in many of the stories is 
that the stone symbolizes the soul — 
the inner life of the person.” 

The Wild Woman Project is an 
umbrella for an ongoing series of 
artistic experimental works.

There isn't room to discuss 
all artists participating in this 
year’s festival, but here are a 
few highlights.

Tactics 

Schwartz brings us electro- 
acoustic-punk-performance-art 
and it’s every kid’s dream of a 
science project gone berserk! 
Atop 25 feet of scaffolding at 
Sir Winston Churchill Square, 
Schwartz fuses everyday bric- 
a-brac with powerful raw ele- 
ments to create bizarre video 
and sound. Imagine actually 
hearing the natural energics 
ricocheting around the uni- 
verse 

In the 1980s, Schwartz was 
experimenting with a harp-like 
sound sculpture which 
involved playing electrified 
piano wires with spark-induc- 
ing “thimbles” on his fingers 
while standing in a tub of min- 
eral oil (much safer than 
water). Then he discovered a 
new toy — a stainless steel 
“turntable,” with dry ice and 
liquid nitrogen. The nitrogen 
caused the metal to expand 
and contract and the dry ice 
produced these subtle squeals. 

“I started to play with it, 
making the metal scream, and I 
was just blown away. I 
thought, God, this is a whole 
new animal coming to life.” 
Schwartz is really charged up 
about his performance. He 
says, “The extreme danger of 
my work gives my life an edge; 
I feel more resilient knowing 
that I'm engaged with powerful 
forces.”

f you're searching for cooling,

Many ethnic-based 
dishes are vegetarian, easy to prepare, 
need only a few ingredients and, best 


of all, require short cooking time. 


Mediterranean Basics 


(Bulgur is whole wheat kernels that 
have been steamed and cracked — it 
requires no further cooking.) 


On Cooking Chick-peas 
Chick-peas benefit from soaking 
overnight in plenty of water. Toss 






Chick-peas and lentils have been 
cultivated around the Mediterranean 
since farming began. High in protein 
and nutrient value, they're simple to 
grow, store and prepare. They are 
almost perfect foods. The peoples of 
the Mediterranean do much with 
them, especially the chick-pea (also 
known as the garbanzo bean). 

One of the most typical Eastern 
dishes is hummus bi taheeni, an hors 
d'oeuvre of mashed chick-peas and 
sesame paste served with olives, 
radishes, lemon wedges and pita 
bread. We know it as hummus. 

Nearly as popular as hummus is 
tabbouleh or tabouli, a parsley and 
bulgur salad from Lebanon. This 
refreshing summer salad is made 


them with a little baking soda (about 
1/2 tsp in a large pot), remembering 
to rinse the chick-peas several times 
in the morning. This added step 
yields a desirable luscious texture. 
When cooking chick-peas (in fact, 
all beans), remember to cook them 
slowly at barely a simmer. Always 
check the water level as the chick- 
peas cook and replenish as needed.

The third level, an apprenticeship program, 
involves students bringing those prospective new 
clients into Blue Room. The acts pay for studio time 
and Blue Room pays the apprentices to record them. 

Anderson, who worked for years as production 
manager for Saskatchewan-based radio group Rawlco 
Communications, says many aspiring musicians have 
no idea what goes into the recording process or how 
difficult the process is.

How-to book delivers the straight goods

Ginstiaion in is an ancient 


institution in the world of 

comics, stretching from subur- 
ban six-year-olds distributing their 
crayoned creations to Mom and 
Dad, through bitter Joe College 
photocopying his black-and-white 
autobiographical opus, to self-pub 
‘lished works that look right at 
home next to the “professional” 
books and comics. 

For many self-publishers, the 
dream is to eventually turn their 
creation, the love of their lives, 
inte a popular, profitable way to 
make a living. 

Unfortunately, you won't be pay- 
ing the rent any time soon on the 
basis of a boxful of photocopied 
eomics hand-distributed to two or 
three local stores. If you’re com- 
mitted to being even a small-time, 
one-book publisher, it’s time to go 
pro. Thankfully, a unique resource 
has recently come on the scene to 
guide you through the maze of the 
industry toward your goals. 

The title of Tony C. Caputo’s 
How to Self-Publish Your Own 
Comic Book (Watson-Guptill Publi- 
cations) is as self-explanatory as it 
gets; here’s a book that doesn’t 
dick around with the preliminaries 
(i.e: how to draw), but gets right 
down to the nuts and bolts of how 
to crank out a pro-spec product. 


How to Self-Publish is, basically, 
a business book and, as such, has 
a tendency to be a bit dry in spots. 
But Caputo, himself an indepen- 
dent publisher (Speed Racer, Astro 
Boy, The Real Ghostbusters, The 
Green Hornet), illustrates his 
guidelines with plenty of examples 
from his own and others’ experi 
ences. Especially helpful is his ex 
planation of the mysterious voo- 
doo world of distribution and s 
and the obstacle course of obtain 
ing capital for your publishing ven 
ture. Caputo even includes a chap 
ter on licensing secondary rights 
(Keychains! Bath towels!), a 1 
ource index and, of course, a brief 
note on bankruptcy. 

All in all, a very useful too] for 
anyone serious about taking his or 
her work out of the comfortable 
Xerox ghetto and into the hard, 
hard world beyond.

We’d like the wit- 
nesses (Formolo and troupe have 
been using ‘guide’ instead of ‘per- 
former’ and ‘witness’ instead of 
‘audience’) to be intrigued and to 
create an atmosphere of mystery 
— an altered state where place 
and time can open you up to deep- 
er and higher teachings.” 

Through her work with various

ing wheel. It’s like a software pro- 
gram of wisdom: they’re similar 
programs but they all work in dif- 
ferent machines.

Don’t get me wrong, though. 
Super Speedway is an interesting, 
well-made film with a few good 
racing scenes and lots of racing 
factoids. 

It’s just that when the love, con- 
cern, and all-round tight-knitted- 
ness of the Andretti clan is placed 
in IMAX format, all you get is 
giant-sized love. Is this what we sit 
in front of a gargantuan screen to 
see? I think not. 


Aside from the disappointing 
underuse of IMAX’s strengths (i.e. 
putting your guts in a knot), Super 
Speedway is an interesting little 
documentary. Which is to say that 
if I ran across it on the Discovery 
Channel, I'd probably watch it and 
say, “Hey . that was pretty 
good.” 

Super Speedway follows the 
season of Michael Andretti, watch- 
ed over by dad Mario, and the 
Newman/Haas racing team, from 





the initial design and fabrication 
of their new car through a mid- 
season comeback to eventual 
glory and victory. 

Along the way, we're treated to 
the senior Andretti’s reflections 
on the challenges, tensions and 
dangers of racing. Fans of shows 
like “World’s Most Hideous 
Tragedies” and “When Humans 
Suffer” will particularly enjoy a 
series of film clips reviewing some 
of Indy racing's more spectacular 





crashes. 

As sport documentaries go, 
Super Speedway is pretty good 
and more exciting than the first 
IMAX movie I saw, the classic 
Beavers. 

I just hope we start seeing more 
films like Stuff Blowing Up, 
Maniac Stunt Pilots and Too 
Damn Fast. 

Super Speedway opens at the 
Edmonton Space and Science Centre 
Monday, June 23.

The taboo surrounding anal sex isn’t just rooted in 
homophobia, however. We are the Mr. Clean society — 
devoted to eradicating every natural body odor and 
euphemizing every body function and its excretions So 
a butt hole, despite being a highly erogenous and poten- 
tially accommodating orifice, is “dirty” because that’s 


| where, well, you know, number two comes out. 
“It’s made for stuff to come out of, why would you 
want to stick anything up there?” a girlfriend stated mat 


ter-of-factly 

Because everyone tells you not to, silly 
never really eliminate the behaviors and feelings they 
forbid,” writes Morin. Instead, these desires go ‘under 
ground,’ both individually and collectiv ely. In this way, a 
taboo gives the forbidden feeling or behavior an inflated 
significance.” 

This is evidenced by the glut of rectally-inspired porn 
— Anai Angel, Hot Tales from the Backside, Rearing 
Rachel, Backdoor Brides, the Buttman series, Rump 
Humpers, or, my personal favorite, Anal Lust 1 & 2 
(Red Hot Butt Banging Poop Chute Action) 

Dr. Mare Ravart, a sexologist and psychologist at 
Montreal General Hospital and in private practice, 
believes anal intercourse with women is such a common 
theme in heterosexual pornography because it’s got that 
deviant edge without being too “out there.” And since 
men are still the primary consumers of porn, Buttman ef 
al put ideas in their heads and next thing you know 
they’re knocking at your back door, trying to convince 
you to “try-y it you'll li-i-ike it.”
